Background of the Strike. 


The Columbian Enameling & 
Stamping Co., manufacturers of 


employes, members of the Enamel- 
and Stamping Workers’ Local 
, in June, 1934. The agree- 
ment, similar to that in effect be- 
tween the Laclede Gas Light Co. 
and the gas house workers in St. 
Louis, recognized a union bargain- 
ing committee for union member- 
ship only. The union early this 
year asked for the opening of th 
agreement under a 30-day notice 
clause for the purpose of arbitrat- 
ing a demand for a closed shop. 
The company declined to consider 
the proposa], and refused to arbi- 
trate.

TALK OF IMPEACHING 
PRESIDENT CAUSES 
TILT IN HOUSE 


Warren Denounces “Slurs” by 
Fish—Hostile Editorial Of- 
fered but Barred. 


By the Asscciated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—A bit- 
ter tilt over whether President 
Roosevelt had violated his oath to 
support the Constitution and 
whether he should be impeached 
enlivened the House today. 

Representative Warren (Dem.), 
North Carolina, started the ex- 
change by referring to a newspaper 
interview given by Representative 
Fish (Rep.), New York, in which 
the latter said that if the President 
were impeached his leaders should 
be, too. He described Fish’s _ re- 
marks as “slurs and insinuations.” 

He said that only last week Fish’s 
remarks were expunged from the 
record when he used the word 
“snoop” in reference to Representa- 
tive Patman (Dem.), Texas. 

Representative Rich (Rep.), Penn- 
sylvania, replied immediately by at- 
tempting to read a newspaper edi- 
torial which argued that the Pres- 
ident had violated his oath to sup- 
port and preserve the Constitution. 

Democratic objections blocked the 
reading, but Rich reminded the 
House that the President had asked 
Representative Samuel B. Hill 
(Dem.), Washington, to expedite 
the Guffey coal stabilization bill 
despite doubts, “however  reason- 
able,” as to its constitutionality. 

“Any man who makes that state- 
ment,” Rich continued, “should be 
severely criticised. If any man so 
violated his oath of office, he ought 
to be impeached. Roosevelt is. a 
Socialist, and not a Democrat.” 

Fish said a newspaper man had 
asked him if he knew of any Re- 
publican who was preparing to in- 
troduce a resolution to impeach the 
President. He said he told him he 
did not but that he had added: “It 
is evident to me that the President 
has violated the Constitution on one 
or more occasions.” 

“I’m not animated by malice or 
hatred,” Fish continued. “I said 
it would be most unwise and foolish 
to introduce a resolution to impeach 
the President for acts for which 
Congress itself was far more re- 
sponsible than he.” 


HOG PRICE HIGHEST SINCE 1930 


$11 a Hundredweight at Chicago; 
$2.25 Tax to Be Added.

CHICAGO, July 23.—Choice me- 
dium weight hogs sold today for a 
new high price of $11 a hundred- 
weight, highest in five years. This 
meant that when the processing 
tax of $2.25 per hundredweight 
was .added, buyers were paying 
$13.25 for their top quality pork- 
ers. 


Hogs reached a top price of $10.85 
a hundred pounds at the National 
Stockyards today, the highest since 
September, 1930, when the price 
paid for different grades was around 
$11. Recent increases, a continuation 
of advances since January, 1934, 
when prices ranged around $4.50, 
are ascribed to light receipts.

LONDON, July 23.—The steam- 
ship Orphir, considered to be the 
most elaborately equipped salvage 
vessel ever floated, sailed yesterday 
from Dalmuir on Clyde, Scotland, 
for the waters off Old Head of Kin- 
sale, Ireland, where the wreck of 
the Lusitania has lain since the big 
passenger liner was sunk May 7, 
1915, by a German submarine. 


The Lusitania went down with a 
loss of 1198 lives and a treasure 
variously estimated from $4,000,000 
to $15,000,000 locked in the purser’s 
safe. The Lusitania’s treasure con- 
sisted of jewelrg, cash and other 
valuables belonging to the pas- 
sengers. Many of the passengers 
were wealthy. 

While the German U-boat com- 
mander asserted he had fired only 
one torpedo, two explosions were 
noted, and the liner sank at once. 

The British accused the U-boat of 
firing two torpedoes, and of sinking 
a passenger ship without sanction 
of wartime law. The Germans 4as- 
serted that the Lusitania carried 
munitions, which caused the second 
explosion and which made it 
legitimate prey. 

The salvage vessel is the recon- 
structed former lighthouse _ ship 
Polestar, reconstructed by the Wil- 
liam Beardmore & Co., shipyards 
at Dalmuir. It is commanded by 
Capt. Henry Dell Russell, a veteran 
of. deep-sea salvage work, and a 
former officer of the British Navy. 
The enterprise is backed by a syn- 
dicate known as the Argonaut Cor- 
poration. 

Two Survivors on Orphir. 

Two of the Orphir’s personnel 
are survivors of the Lusitania dis- 
aster. Chief Officer J. A. Bestic, 
from New York, who was a junior 
officer of the Lusitania, is second 
in command of the expedition. 
Chief Steward D. S. Chrisholm was 
the steward assigned to the guests 
of Alfred Vanderbilt, who with 
Charles S. Frohman and _ other 
American notables, were lost in the 
disaster. 

Capt. Russell also has the Lusita- 
ni~ commander’s chart and the log- 
book of the U-boat captain, together 
with the private letters cf a former 
pilot of the submarine. These, with 
information given him in private 
by authorities, are expected to be of 
aid in the search for the wreck. 

The Orphir is carrying two new 
diving suits of unusual design ap- 
proved by the British Admiralty and 
tested in the deep waters of Loch 
Ness. They will enable divers to 
work at a depth of 200 fathoms 
(1200 feet), the lowest ever attempt- 
ed. The Lusitania’s depth is esti- 
mated at 70 to 100 fathoms (420 to 
600 feet). 

Salvage work at 70 fathoms has 
already been successfully carried 
out by the Artiglio, which is still 
recovering bullion from the sunk- 
en liner Egypt, about 40 miles from 
Brest, France. 

3360-Pound Diving Suits. 

The suits will be worn by two 
young divers, Jim Jarret and Er- 
nest Pope. Jarrett, who tested his 
suit in Loch Ness, declares he 1s 
convinced he could work with it 
at a 200-fathom depth. The suits 
weigh .3360 pounds each. Thev 
are manipulated electrically and 
made of a metal called electron, 
which is so pliable and finely con- 
structed that by using the tiny 
pincers which form the “fingers” of 
the suit, the diver can pick up min- 
ute objects from the ocean’s bed. 
Oxygen is supplied to the diver 
through cylinders affixed to the 
back of the suit. 

The Orphir’s radio will enable the 
Orphir from its post off.the scuth- 
ern Irish coast, to communicate 
with the entire world. 

Most remarkable of the salvage 
ship’s instruments is one which 
records on a graph the outline c«f 
the ocean bed as the ship passes 
over it. This has been tried out 
in the Clyde Estuary when it even 
detected shoals of swimming’ her- 
ring. 

Capt. Russell hopes to find the 
valuables aboard the sunken Lusi- 
tania before mid-October, when the 
weather will probably halt his op- 
erations. 


Aboard the Orphir is an English 
writer who will cover the salvage 
operations for a group of En- 
glish and American newspapers. 
His reports will appear exclusive- 
ly in this news territory in the 
St. Louis Post-Dispatch. The first 
is expected within a few days.

Dissolution Decree by Pre-

BERLIN, July 23.—Gen. Her- 
mann Wilhelm Goering, Minister 


of Aviation and Premier of Prus- 
sia, dissolved the Reichsbund, 


national association of Catholic 
war veterans, today, on the ground 
that the unity of the German peo- 
ple was disturbed by the existence 
of separate veterans’ organizations. 

The action followed another de- 
cree which provided that students 
in “higher” schools need not attend 
religious exercises, 

Regarding the war veterans, the 
decree stated: 

“The Prussian Premier, on the 
basis of a decree for the protection 
of the people and the state dated 
Feb. 28, 1933, has dissolved the 
Reichsbund of Catholic Front fight- 
ers including its subdivisions, be- 
cause the formation of confessional 
organizations of veterans is calcu- 
lated solely to lead to the splitting 
up of the unity of the _ people 
(volksgemeinschaft) and to carry 
confessional divergencies into the 
federations of veterans.” 

School Proclamation. 

The other order, issued by the 
Education Ministry, said: 

“For all male and female students 
of higher schools attendance at 
morning prayers, school worship 
periods, school masses and festivals 
of a religious character arranged 
by schools will-henceforth be op 
tional, regardless of whether these 
are conducted on workdays or Sun- 
days in schoolhouses or nearby 
churches. 

“The obligation to participate in 
these arrangements therefore no 
longer exists.” 

Various interpretations were 
placed on the decree. It was said 
that it might be another attempt 
to break the hold of parochial 
schools, that it might be an effort 
to curb religious resentment among 
youths, or that it might be a con- 
cession to neo-paganists, preparing 
the way for more general teaching 
of the “Germanic” religion. 

The decree followed another, is- 
sued by Wilhelm Frick, Minister 
of the Interior, ordering Catholic 
and Lutheran confessional youth or- 
ganizations to cease all mass ap- 
pearances in public and to discard 
their uniforms and emblems. 

Attacks in Press on Jews. 

The controlled Nazi press mean- 
while increased anti-Semitic agita- 
tion by allegations of Jewish “ra- 
cial irregularities.” A dispatch from 
Wesermunde reported the arrest of 
a 49-year-old Jew on a charge of 
attacking an Aryan girl. Another 
from Breslau charged that a 78- 
year-old junk dealer kept five girls 
in his home for immoral purposes. 

In North Berlin windows of 
stores owned by Jews were plas- 
tered with stickers and signs bear- 
ing such slogans as “You old Jew 
sow, this is a Jewish store; Aryans 
don’t buy here.” 

Five hundred Jewish children be- 
tween the ages of 6 and 14 were 
informed by social welfare workers 
today that they could not go, as 
has been their custom, to the ath- 
letic grounds on the outskirts of the 
capital, because they were non-Ar- 
yans. Heretofore these children, 
from poor families, have been 
transported to the Oberschoenweide 
and Wuhlheide grounds to play in 
the sunshine. 

Two days ago a number of Aryan 
children assembled before the 
Wuhlheide and hurled stones at the 
Jewish children inside. 

Young rowdies herded customers 
of one Jewish ice cream parlor on 
Berlin’s Hansaplatz into the street. 
Minor resistance was offered at two 
nearby places. One Jewish dealer 


refused a Storm Trooper’s demand 


that he remove a Jewish sign from 
his store, and a laborer thrashed 
youths whe entered another ice 
cream parlor. 

A Jewish clothier told the Asso- 
ciated Press that his recent sales 
have been only 25 per cent of their 
normal volume. An Aryan restau- 
rant man said his trade had fallen 
off “considerably because patrons 
seem afraid that the riots portend 
unsettled conditions in many phases 
of German life.” 


Earthquake in Imperial Valley.

PRESIDENT NAMES 
NEW OVERNOR Of 
VIRGIN ISLANDS 


Unexpectedly Sends Nomi- 
nation of Lawrence W. 
Cramer of New York to 
the Senate. 


NEW POST OFFERED 
TO INCUMBENT 


Dr. P. M. Pearson’s Admin- 
istration Had Been Under 
Inquiry by Senate Com- 
mittee.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt suddenly announced 
the appointment today of Lawrence 
W. Cramer of New York to be Gov- 
ernor of the Virgin Islands. The 
nomination was sent to the Senate 
without comment. 

Dr. Paul M. Pearson, present 


Governor of the Islands, who is a 
Republican hol@over, earlier today 
denied he had any intention of re- 
signing. 

Pearson has been at odds with 
Judge T. Webber Wilson of the 
Islands and their dispute has been 
receiving the attention of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Territories and 
Insular Affairs. 

Secretary Ickes of the Interior 
Department defended Pearson re- 
cently against charges of malad- 
ministration. 

After Cramer’s appointment was 
announced, the White House dis- 
closed the President had offered 
Pearson the position of Assistant 
Director of Housing in charge of 
public welfare. 

At the same time, Roosevelt an- 
nounced the transfer of Judge Wil- 
son to the Federal Board of Parole 
in the Department of Justice. 

Ickes recommended Cramer for 
Governor in the place of Pearson. 

Cramer has served as Lieutenant- 
Governor of St. Croix, Virgin Is-

Roosevelt’s Note to Pearson. 

President Roosevelt sent the fol- 
lowing letter today to Pearson: 

“My dear Gov. Pearson: 

“Though it is a source of satisfac- 
tion to know that the current in- 
vestigation of the Virgin Islands 
has developed no facts that reflect 
upon your honesty, or integrity, or 
devotion to duty, yet you may wish 
to transfer to another field of serv- 
ice, to work under different condi- 
tions, 

“Administrator Ickes tells me 
that he has offered you the position 
of Assistant Director of Housing ia 
charge of public welfare. This is a 
post of honor that ought particu- 
larly to appeal to you because it 
will give you a chance to assist in 
the social rehabilitation of those 
under-privileged fellow citizens of 
ours who, on account of economic 
conditions, have been forced to live 
in slum areas. 

“I am sure that this is the sort 
of a task that will engage the in- 
terest cf a man with your back 
ground and concern for humanity. 

“I want you to continue to be a 
member of my administration. J, 
therefore, hope that you will ac- 
cept the offer that Secretarv Ickes 
has made you.” 

Letter to Judge Wilson. 

The following letter from the 
President was given to Judge Wil- 
son: 

“My dear Judge Wilson: 

“I am appreciative of the spirit 


‘and purpose of your letter. 


“Your suggestion that you be 
transferred from your present post 
to another position in the Federal 
oGvernment meets with my full 
approval. The Attorney-General in- 
forms me that he has tendered to 
you, and I hope that you will ac- 
cept ,a place on the Federal Board 
of Parole. The work of the board 
is of major significance and I am 
ccnfident not only that you will 
find your duties congenial but that 
you will render the service in that 
post for which by trainng and ex- 
perience, you are adapted. 

“I need not assure you that the 
current inquiry into conditions in 
the Virgin Islands has developed no 
fact that reflects upon the honesty, 
integrity, or devotion with which 
you have performed your duties as 
Judge of the District Court. The 
arrangement you have suggested is 
consistent with my desire that you 
continue as a member of my ad- 
ministration. 

Note From Wilson.

FOR BALANCED BUDGET IN 1936 


Head of House Appropriations 
Committee Says Emergency 
Activities Must Be Cut. 
(Copyright, 1939.)

WASHINGTON, July 23.— Rep- 
resentative James P. Buchanan 
(Dem.), Texas, chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee, 
proposed today that Congress bal- 
ance the budget next year, and in 
so doing abolish most of the 


emergency agencies which have 
sprung up in the last few years. 

“Now is the time to balance the 
budget,” said Buchanan. “We 
can’t go on living beyond our in- 
come indefinitely. We ought to 
balance the budget next year. 

“With improvement in business 
conditions, there is hope for in- 
creased revenue and decreased 
emergency needs. 

“But if we don’t cut out most of 
the expense of emergency activities 
we can’t balance the budget. At 
the present time, income about bal- 
ances ordinary expenditures. In 
order to balance the budget we 
have to dispense with nearly all 
these emergency agencies.” 


RUMANIAN MONEY — POLICY 


Banks Authorized to Pay 30 Pct. 
Premium on Foreign Drafts.

BUCHAREST, Rumania, July 23. 
—Reports published abroad that 
the Rumanian leu had _ been de- 
valued 30 per cent were clarified 
today by an explanation that the 
official quotations on the leu re- 
main the same, but that the Ru-

cent export premium on foreign 
drafts, 

In practice, therefore, this action 
amounts to practically the same 
thing as devaluation for the hold- 
ers of foreign drafts. A similar 
situation exists in Austria, where 
banks are authorized to pay a 27 
per cent premium on dollar checks.

French Surete Requests Arrest 
as Fugitive on Grand 
Larceny Chages.

NEW YORK, July 23. — The 
French Surete, New York police 
announced today, requested that B. 
Coles Neidecker, head of the 
closed Travelers’ Bank in Paris, 
be arrested as a fugitive on grand 
larceny charges. Paris police also 
asked that his brothers, George 
William and Aubrey, be held on 
the same charges. 

A second cable to the District 
Attorney’s office asked the arrest 
of George and Mary Barrett, un- 
identified, as accomplices. Both 
cables requested the seizure of all 
money, bonds and baggage found 
in the possession of those named. 

Neidecker was taken into custody 
by Detective Edward Fitzgerald at 
the Waldorf-Astroia Hotel where 
he is alleged to have been residing 
since his arrival from Europe a few 
days ago.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Tomb- 
stones and payrolls, as well as city 
directories, supplied names signed 
to telegrams with which the Asso- 
ciated Gas & Electric Co. bombard- 
ed Senators and Representatives in 
its $700,000 campaign against the 
Wheeler-Rayburn holding company 
bill. This came to light today as 
the Senate lobby investigation was 
resumed by the Black committee. 
It was disclosed that Quay C, 
Haller, employe of the Metropolitan 
Edison Co., an Associated Gas & 
Electric subsidiary, prepared, sent 
and paid for hundreds of telegrams 
to Congressmen from York, Pa. An 
effort was made to conceal the fact 
that the company paid for the mes- 
sages. 

Jake E. Cable, Western Union, 
and Luther A. Coleman, Postal Tel- 
egraph, office managers at York, 


were the first witnesses. Haller 
sent 1357 messages by Western 
Union and 761 by Postal. He made 


all payments in cash. 

Indicative of the real sentiment, 
as compared with that which Haller 
tried to simulate, while he was 
sending and paying for 2118 tele- 
grams, 14 persons actually sent and 
paid for their own messages, and a 
bank sent and paid for 157. 
Message Signed “John Dillinger.” 

When it was disclosed that some 
of the persons whose names were 
signed to the telegrams have not 
lived in York for some time, Chair- 
man Hugo Black humorously elicit- 
ed the fact that York’s present city 
directory is nearly two years old. © 

One message was signed “John 
Dillinger,” and began: “Protect 
your constituents.” 

Many of the Western Union orig- 
inals were addressed to both Penn- 
Sylvania Senators, Guffey and Da. 
vis, and signed with four names. 
Actually,*they were sent as eight 
single telegrams, four to each Sen- 
ator, each signed with one name. 


Haller Takes the Stand. 

Haller, a thin, pale man of about 
40, wearing a seersucker suit and an 
air of wishing to placate the com- 
mittee, followed the telegraph men 
to the stand. 

“Who instructed you to send these 
telegrams?” Black asked. “J. J, 
Burus, president of the Utility In- 
vesting Corporation,” was the reply, 
That is another of the numerous 
Associated Gas & Electric subsidi- 
aries. Haller said Burus supplied 
the necessary funds by personal 
check. 

Haller dictated some of the mes- 
sages to stenographers in the Metro- 
politan Edison office and others 
were forms which he got from his 
superiors. 

Under Black’s questioning Haller 
disclosed that about 700 of the names 
signed to the messages were those

Norris Favors Change. 

Bankhead said his amendment 
was “much desired” by the admin- 
istration. 

Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
who designed the “compromise” 
amendment under which tax suits 
would be permitted on a showing 
the levies had not been passed on, 
opposed opening processors’ books 
to Federal agents. 

“It will subject the litigant to

Trade Pact Rider Loses Again. 
For the second time in two days 
the Senate tabled an amendment 
proposed by Senator McCarran 
(Dem.), Nevada, to take away Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's power to negoti- 
ate reciprocal trade agreements 
without Scnate approval. 

The motion to table, made by 
Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, carried 51 to 24.

Another Amendment Tabled.

That did not put the question out 
of the way, however, for Senator 
Carey (Rep.), Wyoming, promptly 
put forward an amendment to pre- 
vent trade agreements in the fu- 
ture with respect to agricultural 
products.

Amendments concerning newspa- 
pers, offered by Senator Lonergan 
(Dem.), Connecticut, and backed by 
the American Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ Association, were approved, 
They prohibit the AAA from regu- 
lating the advertising of any prod- 
uct or commodity covered in the 
agreement. They also provide that 
no tax shall be levied on the proc- 
essing of any commodity into news- 
print. 

The Senate provided ‘that no mar- 
keting agreement should be made 
except on approval of two-thirds 
of the growers affected. 

Last week the amendment per- 
mitting the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to fix minimum prices for re- 
sale of farm crops by handlers was 
eliminated. Yesterday the Senate 
cut out the section permitting fix- 
ng of minimum prices to be paid to 
the growers by the handlers.

PASTEURIZATION OF CERTIFIED 
MILK TO BE PERMITTED 


Commission Acts <in Accordance 
With New Ruling of Med- 
ical Group. 

The St. Louis Pure Milk Commis- 


sion made the following announce- 
ment concerning safeguards in milk 
today: 

“Permissive pasteurization of cer- 
tified milk was adopted by the 


board of directors of the St. Louis 
Pure Milk Commission at a recent 
meeting held at the Champ-Good- 
wood Farm. This is in accord with 
the new ruling of the erican As- 
sociation of Medical Milk Commis- 
sions passed at their annual meet- 
ing in Atlantic City, by which this 
additional safety measure § was 
adopted and recommended. The 
product will be marketed under the 
name Certified Milk—Pasteurized. 
Certified milk will be produced un- 


der the same painstaking sanitary 


conditions and safeguards as in the 
past, and in addition to this, the 
ultimate safety measure of ade 
quate pasteurization will be used, 
making the product as reliable and 
safe as humanly possible. The same 
requirements will be applied to cer- 
tified milk before pasteurization as 
in the past, the maximum bacterial 
count permitted before pasteuriza- 
tion will be as before, i. e., 10,000 
per c. c. After pasteurization the 
count may not exceed 500 per ec. c. 
Based on past experience when the 
raw certified milk produced by the 
two certified daries in St. Louis 
had an average bacterial count of 
not more than 1000 or 2000, we may 
predict that the new Certified Milk 
—Pasteurized may be almost a bac- 
teria-free milk. This development 
unquestionably will eliminate the 
objection of physicians and health 
officers to the marketing of certi- 
fied milk in raw form.”

Delays in Prospect. 


Although Senator Clark had 
agreed, according to Smith, to at- 
tach the new coinage provision as 
a rider to the first bill that goes 
through the Senate, it may be four 
or five months before the coins are 
actually in circulation. The Senate 
is tied up now with the AAA 
amendments and it will be some 
time before Clark is abje to hook 
the coinage rider on a bill sure of 
passage. 

In the meantime, it will be neces- 
sary to use a coupon system for 
collecting the Missouri sales tax, 
which goes into effect Aug. 27. 
Smith said he had not yet worked 
out the details of this system. He 
estimated that even as a stop-gap, 
to fill in the interval between Aug. 
27 and the date when the new coins 
will be ready, this collection sys- 
tem would cost the State $200,000. 

“We'll issue books of coupons of 
the total value of a dollar,” Smith 
said. “In these books will be cou- 
pons of the value of a mill, a quar- 
ter of a cent and a half cent and 
perhaps a half a mill. 


“The purchaser will buy such a 
coupon book. Then, say, he goes 
into a store to buy a necktie cost- 
ing 50 cents. The merchant will 
tear out of the customer’s book a 
coupon for a half cent. And if he 
buys a 10-cent cigar, then the mer- 
chant will pull out a coupon of the 
value of a mill.” 

The Department of Justice has 
approved this method of collecting 
the sales tax, Smith said. He con- 
cedes that it is awkward, annoying 
and costly, but he does not see any 
other way of complying with the 
law. He pointed to the vast num- 
ber of retail sales on which the tax 
must be assessed, citing the fact 
that one large department store in 
St. Louis alone averaged 15,000 sales 
a day. 

An even more cumbersome sys- 
tem is in use in Ohio, Smith said. 
He stopped at Columbus, O., to in- 
spect the way in which it was 
working and found a great deal of 
resentment against it.

After a special conference of Na- 
tionalist members of Parliament, a 
delegation went to: London, hoping 
to meet Prime Minister Baldwin 
immediately. 

Strikes, street fights, fires and 
demonstrations marked the strife 
both in north and south. Dock 
workers at Limerick, on the Shan- 
non River in the southwestern sec- 
tion of the Free State, refused to 
unload a cargo from a vessel owned 
by a Belfast firm.

JAPANESE ADMIRAL DENIES 


INTENT TO FIRE ON MISSION 


Americans Report Gun Fire Follow- 
ing Y. M. C. A, Conference 
Criticising Nipponese.

SHANGHAI, July 23.—If_ the 
American mission school of Huping 
College at Yochow, Hunan Prov- 


ince, was struck by bullets from a 
Japanese gunboat, it was an acci- 
dent, Rear Admiral Teijiro Sugi- 
saka of the Japanese Yangtze pa- 
trol said today.

American missionaries arriving 
here from Yochow reported that a 
shower of soft-nosed machine-gun 
bullets fell from a Japanese gun- 
boat last Thursday, and the Rev. 


Edwin Beck of Tiffin, O., said the 
shooting followed a conference at 
the college of the Chinese Young 
Men’s Christian Association, includ- 
ing American representatives. He 
said participants in the conference 
criticised Japan’s activity in China. 
Huping College, a school for boys, 
is owned by the Feformed Church 
of the United States, with mission 
headquarters in Philadelphia. 


GREEK ANTI-MONARCHIST PLOT 


Salonika Authorities Reported to 

Have Discovered Conspiracy.

ATHENS, July 23.—The newspa- 
per Typos said today that Salonika 
authorities had discovered a plot 
against the Government in which 
officers and retired officers had 
signed a pronounciamento swear- 
ing to “defend the republic even by 
weapons.”

TALY FREES ITS GOLD 
FOR EMERGENCY USE 


Currency Coverage Require- 
ment Lifted to Permit ‘Ex- 
ceptional Payments Abroad’ 


By the Associated Fess. 

ROME, July 23.—Italy suspended 
its gold coverage requirements yes- 
terday to meet the “necessity and 
urgency for procuring means for 
payments abroad of an exceptional 
nature.” 

A royal decree, published in the 
Official Gazette, suspended a clause 
in the stabilization law of 1927 fix- 
ing the gold coverage of notes and 
deposits of the Bank of Italy, and 
authorized the coverage to drop be- 
low the legal 40 per cent. 


Banking circles agreed that Italy 
still was formally on the gold stand- 
ard, although for some time it has 
been only nominally so. The cur- 
rency has been strictly controlled 
along lines similar to those in ef- 
fect in Germany. 


In informed circles it was said 
the action was Premier Mussolini's 
solution of the problem of purchas- 
ing large supplies of raw materials 
abroad to furnish the equipment 
for his army in East Africa. 

The point of depression was not 
stipulated in the royal decree, but 
bankers said the Government re- 
served the right to carry the legal 
limit down to any level it deemed 
proper. 

These sources said every effort 
would be made to keep the external 
value of the lira high to aid Italy 
in buying raw materials abroad, 
The reduction of the legal limit, 
however, they said, indicated Italy 
would use its gold directly to buy 
foreign currencies at their full rate 
in order to use them to purchase 
needed goods. 


Six months ago Italy’s gold cov- 
erage was around 41 and 42 per 
cent. Within the last few weeks, 
according to statements of the 
Bank of Italy, it has sharply de- 
clined and at the same time there 
has been an increase in foreign 
credits. 

Banking circles said the cover 
age in reference to the currency 
was perhaps less than 40 per cent, 
as the foreign credits, they stated, 
are in many cases foreign securi- 
ties listed for their face values in- 
stead of their present market 
values. 

The reduction of the coverage 
limit has been foreshadowed re- 
cently by steadily rising prices and 
a growing necessity for an expan- 
sion of credit. The wholesale price 
index has risen, with reference to 
the 1913 level, from 260 in January, 
before mobilization, to more than 
325 at present.

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REVISION OF RAILROAD FARES. 

The present railroad fare of 3.6 cents a mile is 
unreasonable, says Examiner Irving L. Koch in a 
report to the Interstate Commerce Commission. If 
the railroads want to recapture their lost business, 
they will have to reduce rates drastically, and Mr. 
Koch suggests a figure of 2 cents a mile. 

It is practical advice, obvious in its simplicity. 
Every good business man knows that when trade 
falls off, it is a wise stroke to reduce prices, thereby 


_Tegaining customers lost to competitors and building 


up a profitable volume. That is exactly the rail- 
roads’ position. The vigorous competition of the 
motor car and bus have captured much of their 
business, and a large part of it may be regained by 
announcing rates that compare favorably with those 
of the rivals. The added volume obtained by this 
means may be expected to have the desired effect 
of increasing revenues. 

Railroad passenger revenue exceeded a_ billion 
dollars in each of the pre-depression years from 
1918 to 1926, inclusive. By 1933, it had dwindled 
Such a 
tremendous loss, with little reduction of overhead in 
the meantime, obviously can be met only by drastic 
steps. 


Mr. Koch’s findings are virtually parallel to those | 


announced in January by Joseph B. Eastman, Co- 
ordinator of Transportation. Mr. Eastman advised 
a schedule of 114 cents per mile for local transpor- 
tation, 2 cents for distance travel, 3 cents for sleep- 


ing and parlor cars and perhaps 5 cents for de luxe | 


trains. 

The favorable results of fare reductions in South- 
ern and Western districts point the way to universal 
adoption. More attractive service, as introduced in 
streamlined and air-cooled trains, is only part of 
the solution of the railroads’ problem.

Airplane is enabling Nanking Government to unify nation rapidly, writer says; by 
its use, revolts have been put down, and Chiang is winning firm grip on country; 
American instructors find Chinese apt pupils and good flyers; Japan's air force is 
so much greater, however, that China cannot now hope to resist it successfully.

IRPLANES are playing a far more di- 
A rec and qualitative part in shaping 

Celestial destiny than automobiles, or 
locomotives, or steamships, or any other 
Western machines. The most advanced tech- 
nique of the Western world has proved the 
best adapted to the Chinese milieu, and to- 
day China is acquiring it more extensively 
and intensively than any other phase of the 
industrial civilization that alien invaders 
have brought to her shores. 

The one outstanding immediate conse- 
quence is the achievement of more genuine 
national unity than has ever before existed 
in China in modern times—which, however, 
paradoxically, has been accompanied by a 
greater loss of territory than ever before. 
Nevertheless, what is left of China is now 
being unified by Nanking with almost breath- 
taking rapidity—largely by the airplane. 

The Fukien revolt in 1933-34 was quickly 
liquidated by aerial bombing; the once 
formidable “Soviet Republic of China” in 
Kiangsi and adjoining areas was complete- 
ly crushed last fall; and still existing -re- 
calcitrant factions, or factions that would 
like to be recalcitrant, tremble when they 
see the handwriting in the sky. But Japan 
can so far afford to view China's aerial de- 
velopment with complaisance. 

In both military and commercial aviation, 
Americans have played the leading role. To- 
day, however, the Italians appear to be oust- 
ing the Americans in the former field. But 
the China National Aviation Corporation— 
largest commercial aviation firm in China 
—is still Sino-American. The Commission 
on Aeronautical Affairs, which directs mili- 
tary aviation, is now dominated by Italian 
advisers, but the Central Aviation School 
at Shienchiao, near Hangchow, where mili- 
tary pilots are trained, is still American, al- 
though slated to be reorganized. 


. * e 


The military value of the airplane was 
grimly demonstrated by the Japanese late 
in 1931 and early in 1932 in the invasion of 
Manchuria and Shanghai, and the country 
was ripe to be “sold” on this weapon. 
Through the United States Department of 
Commerce, Lieutenant-Colonel John H. 
Jouett—one of America’s outstanding avia- 
tion pioneers and technicians—was engaged 
to organize the school in Shienchiao. Mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of aircraft were also 
ordered from American manufacturers. 

Although every effort is made to shroud 
China’s development of military aviation in 
secrecy, reliable reports indicate that about 
$10,000,000 a year is now being spent for 
this purpose. The sum allocated to aviation 
is rather large for China, being at least 3 
per cent of the known official revenue of 
the Government (the unofficial revenue of 
the opium monopoly goes directly to Gen. 
Chiang Kai-shek)... A small part of aviation 
expenditure is raised by a national lottery. 

China today has a total of probably about 
500 airplanes, but not all are in Nanking 
hands, and many that are have become eith- 
er obsolete or of no use save for training 
pilots. But outside of Nanking, the only 
air force of any consequence is that of Can- 
ton, which has a fleet of about 50 fully 
equipped fighting planes and 60 first-class 
military pilots, 


Only in the beginning do Chinese flying 
students show any inferiority to American 
students. Knowing nothing about any ma- 
chine which even resembles an airplane, the 
average Chinese student cannot “taxi” in a 
straight line when he begins training. Ten 
hours are usually required to teach just that, 
while the average American students knows 
instinctively how to “taxi” straight from 
previous experience with either automobiles 
or. bicycles, 

> a . 


But, once the Chinese learns to go in a 
straight line, his progress is rapid. In dead 
reckoning navigation—that is, entirely by in- 
struments—the American advisers in Shien- 
chiao rate the Chinese even ahead of the 
Americans. Their enthusiasm for their work 
is probably greater than that of American 
students, because they fee] themselves to 
be the advance guard of a New China. They 
are also more intensely serious, doubtless for 
the same reason. 

In resourcefulness and “keeping their 
heads,” the Chinese students appear fully 
equal to Americans. Courage and initiative 
in real warfare—that is, in fighting a force 
which also has airplanes—cannot be def- 
initely determined. Training them in the 
care of planes has been much more diffi- 
cult. Like all industrially backward peo- 
ples, they apparently regard a piece of ma- 
chinery as something that will last forever 
without any care, 

In Nanking’s hands, the airplane is a vir- 
tually invincible weapon for internal uni- 
fication and pacification. Today it has no 
external value whatsoever because the air 
development in the only country—Japan— 
which would face attack overshadows that 
of China as a mountain does a mole-hill. 
Should China now venture war with Japan, 
every air base in the country could be 
wiped out in a day. At the best, a Chinese 
air raid could inflict only slight damage on 
Japan—and there would not be enough pilots 
or planes available for more than one raid. 
On the other hand, at the present rate of 
progress, China should be able in five years 
or so to make further Japanese aggression 
very difficult—provided the Nanking Gov- 
ernment were willing to adopt a “do or die” 
attitude. 


Airplanes must by their very complicated 
nature rest firmly on a strong industrial 
base. Japan has such a base; China has 
not, nor could she acquire one under a half- 
century or so, even if development were con- 
siderably more rapid and less haphazard 
than now. Today, China's airplanes rest 
upon industrial bases abroad, connection 
with which could at any time be easily cut 
off by Japan’s navy unless one or more 
Western countries intervened. 

So China’s amazing aerial development, 
which arose from Japanese aggression and 
has been enthusiastically supported by the 
patriots of the land as a means of resisting 
that aggression, offers no threat to Nippon 
in the predictable future. But it is enabling 
Gen. Chiang—who is bitterly opposed by 
large numbers of these patriots—to obtain 
and retain a wider and firmer grip on the 
country than any other ruler has had in 
modern times,

HAT is to be done about countries 
which are overcrowded and claim the 
right to acquire colonies as other countries 
did in the era of empire building by force? 
Such a right is asserted by the “unsatis- 
fied” great Powers, and the claim is not 
fully met by saying that times have changed 
and that these very Powers have joined 
in renouncing war as an instrument pol 
icy. In one way or another, the legitimate 
needs of those countries which were back- 
ward in the scramble for empires, or which 
have lost their former colonies, must be 
met or growing economic pressure will bring 
about an appeal to force, regardless of what 
governments may be in charge of the na 
tions that want more territory. 

The need of easing the position of these

Pact. But it has not been possible thus far 
to bring about the end of economic reprisals 
which have created an atmosphere muca 
like that of war.

This 
involved one John Orifino, who, 
with Joseph Randazzo and Rosa- 
lino Saputo, evolved a dream of an 
illegitimate fortune. 

They formed the Economy Whole- 
sale Grocery and Baking Co. in To- 
ledo, O. This done, they bought 
in tremendous lots, through fraud- 
ulently established credit. After 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in merchandise had been shipped 
to the concern, and creditors were 
pressing for payment, a funeral 
wreath appeared on the door, with 
the notice that owing to the death 
of a partner, the buliding would be 
closed for five days. 

This caused an_ investigation. 
The Credit Men's Association ob 
tained a court order to admit them 
to the building. It was empty. The 
thousands of dollars’ worth of stock 
had disappeared; so had Orifino, 
Randazzo and Saputo. The Nation- 
al Bankruptcy Act had been vio- 
lated, so the Bureau of Investiga- 
tion was called into the case. 


Special agents began a difficult 
job. Employes suddenly had been 
struck dumb. Books had disap- 
peared. It was found that carload 
after carload of merchandise had 
been shipped to Watertown, whence 
it had disappeared, as well as all 
other clues. The case seemed 
dead, beyond the fact that two of 
the subjects, Randazzo and Saputo, 
had fled to Italy, where they were 
safe from extradition. 


For the local police to have fol- 
lowed this case, a minimum of two 
detectives would have been neces- 
sary on a hundred chases after 
false clues. In the Bureau of In- 
vestigation, however, the knowl- 
edge of a case does not rest at twe 
point of origin. Every one of the 
30 field officers is fully cognizant 
of all circumstances, especially if 
the case be one of import. There- 
fore, when distant leads developed 
in the Orifino case, the special 
agents who worked upon them 
were as fully informed as though 
they had taken part in the orig- 
inal investigation in Toledo. One 
day, six years after the original 
failure of the Economy Wholesale 
Grocery and Baking Co., the De-

Angles, Off-the-Face and Rich Fabrics Important Trends

NY woman who has a flair for 

geometrical design can prac- 

tice on her newest chapeau. 
She can twist it into all sorts of 
different anglés to please her face 
and fancy, safe in the knowledge 
that Dame Fashion has become u 
mathematician, too, and is figur- 
ing her millinery chic on a geomet- 
rical basis. 

The hats which St. Louis milliners 
are showing as the forerunners of 
the autumn mode indicate that an- 
gular lines are regarded as attrac- 
tive, and the sharper the corners 
on a beret, the greater charm it 
has attained. Designers use these 
angles to inject their style transi- 
tions, believing that no one will 
argue about the greater height to 
a crown, if only one point is to he 
considered. Brimmed models like- 
wise have their sharp corners, the 
tricorne being among the most Sig- 
nificant examples. 

Other influences besides geomet- 
rical ones are apparent in the new 
millinery.

THE ROAD TO RUIN—The Chinese Eastern Railway, 1600 miles long, built by Russia across Manchuria to cone 
nect Siberia with Vladivostock across Chinese territory, cost the Russian Government 400,000,000 gold rubles 
($200,000,000 at the old parity.) When the failroad was first built, the unprecedented high pay to Chinese laborers 
(1'\4cents a day, attracted so many coolies and brought such a ferment into the Chinese Empire, that it caused its 
overthrow. It also brought Russia into conflict with Japan. The Russp-Japanese War of 1904, in which Russia was 
defeated, weakened the Czar’s throne until it was unable fo resist the Red Revolution a decade later. While it brought 
disaster to two empires, the railroad advanced a third empire, Japan, to the status of a world power. The Chinese
